Over 300 persons were 
rendered homeless by o fire 
about 30 
squatters’ huts in the Tailok- 
tsui area at midday today. 

The huts, constructed of waoden 
planks and covered with — tarred 
paper, stood In a valley below a 
quarry. Sparks from a cooking 
stove touched off the blaze which, 
fanned by a fresh breeze, soon en- 
veloped the whole squatters’ colony,, 

Three engines from Kowloon fire 
stations, under Div. Officer’ V. C. 
Scymour and Statlon OMcer C. 
Caynes, were called to the scene. 
Ag there were no hydrants in the 
Jocality, the firemen © had_ to lead 
hoses from more than 300 yards 
awny, However, after battling for 
half on hour, they managed to get 
the flames under ‘control, 

Part of the fremen’'s efforts were 
directed to preventing the flames 
from spreading to the plant of the 
China Paint Company, only 60 yards 
away, where ‘was stored 30,000 
gallons... of_.low-flnsh,__ inflammable 
liquid’ used in the manufacture of 
paint. Other firemen were occu- 


pied in preventing the fire ° from 
spreading past the low arms of the 
hill {o other wooden huts. 

No lives were lost and no one was 
injured. However, the squatters 
Jost all thelr property, The huts 
themselves each cost $300 to build.
